He displayed 
fair-mindednesas and tolerance 
with his opponents, but was re- 
lentiess and insistent in fight- 
ing for his party's rights. 


Elder Statesman 

Dr. Peretz Bernstein (Gener- 
al Zionists), placed eighth, is 
something of an “elder states- 
man.” His siow spoken and 
cautious criticiem of the Gov- 
ernment’s economic policy is 
invariably listened to with re- 
spect. Dr Bernstein was ab- 
sent a good part of the year. 

Mr. Akiba Globman ‘Ma- 
pai) was another new figure 
in the list. As chairman of 
the Labour Committee, he 
piloted a number of imoort- 
ant bills through their sec- 
ond readings and emerged as 
an authority on labour ques- 
tions. He was active in de- 
bates on a variety of sub- 
iects and although he was a 
loyal Mapai supporter he wes

It has long been held that 
scientific methods cannot be 
applied to the study of men 
and of human relations, that 
Man is too unpredictabie a crea- 
ture to be the subject of ob- 
fective study. This argument 
is now steadily losing ground 
in face of the great progress 
made in the scientific study 
of hurnan behaviour. 

But the crucial point, ac- 
cording to Stuar? Chase, lies 
in the failure to apply in full 
the discoveries of social scien- 
tists to the solution of prac- 
tical problems. Leeders and 
Stateerren like to stick to old 
methods, to rely on experience, 
wisdom, “common sense,” in- 
tuition, more than on scienti- 
fic method The time when 
community leaders, politicians 
and statesmen will call for the 
social scientist's findings every 
time they have to take an im- 
portant decision has not yet 
arrived. 


Science and Practice 


Chase's airn is to hasten this 
process by showing how to 
put the science of human re- 
lations to practical use. The 
difference between the com- 
mon gense and the scientific 
approach is dramatically ex- 
amplified in the following ex- 
ample 


Suppose juvenile delinquency is 
a serious prodiem in your com- 
munity. You are put on a com 
mittee to look into the cusses 
First. let us sey. you try specule- 
tive methods. This means having 
a lot of meetings. thinking hard, 
and arguing. It means looking up 
what the good books say about bad 
boys. Some of the books say reason 
with them. some say punish them, 
some of the more recent say give 
them playgrounds, or get them out 
of the slums. Doubtless im all this 
welter of advice, going all the wey 
back to Piato’s Republic. you will 
find many stimulating ideas 

But another approech would be 
for your committee to consult ex- 
perts who really use the scientific 
method. Here for instance, is what 
a team actually did a dozen years 
ago.

Nevertheless, many of 
the examples cited by Chase 
are of outstanding interest to 
the practitioner, espeg@bally the 
two chapters on labour-ma- 
nagement and causes of strikes.
